Baby production, sales, 
planned by Miracle, Inc.

BALTIMORE (NC) — A company 
whose stock in trade will be _ the 
““production’’ and ‘‘sale’’ of newborn 
babies is set to open in Baltimore this 
spring, and Church officials and 
theologians have all issued moral 
objections to the idea. 


Called the Miracle Program Inc., the 
company will begin providing ‘‘surrogate 
mothers’ for couples unable to bear 
children. Those persons unwilling to wait 
years for adoption — and with $25,000 in 
hand — will select a woman who will be 
artificially inseminated by the husband. 


FOLLOWING BIRTH the infant will 
be turned over to the man and woman 
who have paid to call the child their own. 


While the arrangement ostensibly 
answers. deep-rooted human needs, 
theologically it is seen differently.

The latter practice, in which a woman’s 
egg is fertilized outside her womb by her 
husband’s sperm before being implanted 
in her uterus, also has been deplored by 
some Catholic theologians. 


ONE OF THEM, Jesuit Father 
Robert Brungs, said that the moral 
dilemma of surrogate mothering is “‘less 
muddy”? than that of in vitro fertilization. 


Echoing Father Keane, he said that 


with in vitro (or ‘‘test tube’’) babies, only 


the genetic parents are involved, whereas 
the surrogate mother process brings in a 
third party. 


Father Brungs, director of the Institute 
for Theological Encounter with Science. 
and Technology at St. Louis University, 
called the surrogate arrangement 
“essentially adultery.’’ Although he said 
he ‘‘can understand and sympathize with 
the reasoning some couples give for 
wanting this, the process is not an 
_ acceptable means to its ends... You’re 
- giving a technological answer to a human 
-problem.”’ 


ALTHOUGH surrogate mothering, 
r ‘‘baby selling,’’ has been carried out 
discreetly for 10 years or more, the 
businesses handling the demand are now 


_as 200 children have bee 
last three years in the United States 
through surrogate mother plans similar to 
the system opening in Baltimore. 


In Baltimore advertisements have 
sought women aged 19-30 who have had 
at least one normal birth and agree to 
carry another couple’s child through 
pregnancy. 

_ The surrogate mother is paid $10,000, 
with the remainder of the $25,000 fee 
being spent on legal fees, psychological 
testing, counseling and medical care, 
including all obstetrical costs. The 
company is expected to earn about $5,000 
for each birth. 


THE SURROGATE mother is 
screened extensively prior to entering the 
arrangement and must sign a waiver of 
custody that states the child is the 
legitimate offspring of the ‘‘parental 
couple.”’ 


Many lawyers agree the legality of the» 
issue is vague. Should the surrogate 
mother choose to keep the child upon its 
birth, the judge ruling on the matter 
could likely upset the custody waiver. 
Cases involving such issues are pending 
in Kentucky and Michigan. 


Father Brungs noted that whatever the 
courts, legislatures or even the Church 
say about the matter, “‘baby selling’’ is 
“sure to keep a lot of lawyers in Mercedes 
Benzes for a lot of years.’’

UNDESERVING? — A number of 
Jewish and Christian religious leaders 
have protested the presentation of an 
award to President Reagan Mar. 23 by 
‘the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews.

San Diego’s Serrans: vocations their apostolate 


SAN DIEGO — There is always talk 
about a shortage of vocations to the priest- 
hood, but the Serrans of San Diego do 
more than talk about it. 


For one thing, they firmly believe in 
the power of prayer; prayer is an 
important part of their apostolate, and 
they pray daily for vocations, and gather 
for Mass on the first Saturday of each 
month at St. Francis Seminary. 


THE LOCAL Serrans are 56 strong, 
noted Marvin W. Rickling, the group’s 
president and a parishioner at Blessed 
Sacrament Church; they are part of Serra 
International, with 14,000 members in 
469 clubs in 30 countries. Fostering and 
encouraging vocations is what they are all 
about, and all of the club’s many 
activities are directed toward that end. 


Whether among themselves or through 
their support of the diocesan vocations 
awareness. program, the Serrans 
encourage people to pray for vocations 
and that young men will answer the call to 
become priests.. Their chaplains are 
Msgr. Henry F. Fawcett, the seminary 
rector, and Father Daniel Dillabough, 
diocesan vocations director. 


But as important as prayer is, noted 
Rickling, the Serrans actively support the 
vocations programs both by visits to local 
parishes and by maintaining close ties 
with the seminary itself. 


AT A RECENT weekend vocations 
retreat for young men at St. Francis 
Seminary, both the retreatants and the 
seminarians who joined them for the two- 
and-half-days were served breakfasts by 
the Serrans, who twice yearly man the 
seminary kitchen.

Ex-mobster tells students ‘anyone can change’

SAN DIEGO—By the time he was 15 he 


had committed 50 armed robberies and 
was no stranger to organized prostitution 
and narcotics. He committed his first 
murder at 16, and executed another 14 
persons by the time he left prison three 
years ago. 


In the time between he rose to the 
highest echelons of the Mafia in New 
York and Las Vegas, imported heroin, 
fixed sporting events, was involved with 
Watergate figures, spent 65 days in 
solitary confinement at San Quentin 
prison eating the mice he caught with his 
hands, and almost lost his eyesight. 


IN THE PROCESS, Sonny Gibson 
says he found God. Since then he has 
embarked on an acting career, written the 


story of his life which will soon become a 
major motion picture, and in obedience 
to a promise, spends his time telling 
young people about the mistakes he made 
and the real choices they have in their 
lives. 


Gibson was in San Diego last week 
under the sponsorship of the Diocesan 
Office of Youth Ministries. He spoke to 
students at University High School, Our 
Lady of Peace Academy and St. 
Augustine High School; a diocesan-wide 
youth rally Saturday on the USD campus 
and an interview with Bishop Maher were 
videotaped as part of a presentation to be 
shown nationally — ‘‘not a_ pretty 
picture,’ he admits, the picture of a 
“‘powerful man, but as powerful as I was 
I got life...and walked down a prison 
corridor butt-naked.’’

Once a Mafia Kingpin, as his book is 
called, Gibson told the young people of 
the importance of prayer, scripture, the 
Rosary. In the 19 years since the 
Supreme Court has outlawed prayer in 
the public schools, he notes, the number 
of teen-agers jailed has gone from 15 to 
121 per thousand, with a 41 percent 
increase in prostitution, 35 percent 
increase in drug abuse, and a six percent 
rise in suicide. 


‘*FOR 19 YEARS the public schools 
haven’t had God’s gift of prayer,’’ he 
said. ‘‘You are lucky to be Catholics in a 
Catholic school system.”’ 


While in a prison hospital, Gibson was 
befriended by a priest, who taught him 
how to read, starting at the kindergarten 
level; before they were finished, Gibson 
had a high school diploma. 


‘“‘That priest did something for me no 
man ever did,’’ said Gibson. ‘‘I learned I 
could hurt. He conned me again and gave 
me a bible. The first time I ever cried in 
my life, young people, was when I read 
the Gospel of John. I could relate to the 
Lord being beaten by the guards, to the 
two thieves hanging next to him....’’ 


HE FOUND his strength in Holy 
Communion and the. Rosary, said 
Gibson. ‘‘I was on a life sentence, but 
mentally and spiritually, I was a free 
man.’’ When, miraculously — there are 
other explanations, but he prefers this one 
— Gibson was released from prison, 
things fell into place, and an acting 
career, success and publicity came his 
way. 

But Gibson continues to make good on 
the promise to tell young people of his 
mistakes — ‘‘they used me like a pimp 
uses a whore’? — and to offer them the 
hope that ‘‘anyone can change.”’

A bishop is witness to the Gospel 


Bishops must be living witnesses to the Gospel, Pope 
John Paul II said during a recent ordination of several 
bishops in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


The bishops-are successors to the Apostles as pastors of 
the flock given to their care by Christ Himself. As such, the 
bishops — in union with the pope as the successor to St. 
Peter — have the responsibility for teaching, sanctifying, 
and governing within the Church given to their care. 


According to The Constitution on the Church of Vatican 
Council I, the bishop has ‘‘the fullness of power, namely, 
which both in the Church’s liturgical practice and in the 
language of the Church Fathers is called the high 
priesthood, the supreme power of the sacred ministry.”’ 


Because of the sacred character imposed in a bishop’s 
ordination, he ‘‘in an eminent and visible way sustains the 
roles of Christ Himself as teacher, shepherd, and high 
priest, and acts in His person.”’ 


As teacher, the bishop receives from the Lord the 
mission that was given to the Apostles to teach all nations 
and to preach the Gospel, to lead new disciples to Christ. 
As teacher, he is endowed with the authority of Christ and 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit to preach to the people 
committed to his care the faith to be believed and put into 
practice. 


‘“‘Bishops, teaching in communion with the Roman 
pontiff, are to be respected by all as witnesses to divine and 
Catholic truth. When their bishop speaks in the name of 
Christ in matters of faith and morals, the faithful are to 
accept his teaching and adhere to it with religious assent,”’ 
said the Fathers of Vatican II in The Constitution on the 
Church. 

In his role as sanctifier, the bishop, as high priest, has 
been chosen to be our representative before God to offer 
gifts and sacrifices for sin. 


In The Decree on the Pastoral Office i Bishops, the Fathers of 


Vatican Council II pointed out that bishops enjoy the 
fullness of the Sacrament of Orders. ‘‘Bishops are the 
principal dispensers of the mysteries of God, as well as 
being the governors, promoters, and guardians of the 
entire liturgical life in the Church committed to them.”’ 


As pastor, the bishop should stand among his people as 
one who serves. Again, The Decree on the Pastoral Office of 
Bishops states ‘‘Let them be good shepherds who know their 
sheep and whose sheep know them. Let them be true 
fathers who excel in the spirit of love and solicitude for all 
and to whose divinely conferred authority all gratefully 
submit themselves. Let them gather and mold the whole 
family of their flock that everyone, conscious of his own 
duties, may live and work in the communion of love.”’ 


As teacher, sanctifier, high priest, and pastor in the 
local Church, the bishop is the living, visible symbol of 
unity in his diocese. 


Going back to the Second Century, we find St. Ignatius 
of Antioch writing “‘For as many as are of God and of Jesus 
Christ, they are with the bishop; and as many as shall 
repent and enter into the unity of the Church, these also all 
be of God, that they may be living after Jesus Christ...be 
careful, therefore, to observe one Eucharist, for there is one 
flesh of our Lord Jesus Christ and one cup unto union in 
His Blood; there is one altar, as there is one bishop.’’ 


We take great pleasure in paying tribute with a special 
Southern Cross supplement to our own bishop, Most Rev. 
Leo T. Maher, on the occasion of his 20th anniversary of 
elevation to the episcopate.

A traditional Holy Week 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul’s fourth 
Easter as bishop of Rome will be identical to his 1981 
schedule. Vatican officials said Pope John Paul was also 
likely to repeat a Holy Week activity of the past two years, 
hearing confessions in St. Peter’s Basilica on Good Friday: 


¢ Palm Sunday, April 4: The pope will bless palms 
and olive branches in St. Peter’s Square, join a procession 
to St. Peter’s Basilica and celebrate the Mass of the 
Passion. The blessing of palm branches commemorates 
Christ’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem shortly before His 
Passion and death. 


¢ Holy Thursday, April 8: Pope John Paul will 
celebrate the Mass of the Chrism at St. Peter’s with 
cardinals, bishops and priests present in Rome and will 
bless the dacxred ous. 

¢ Holy Thursday evening: The pope, joined by the 
Papal Chapel in St. John Lateran Basilica, will concele- 
brate the Mass of the Last’ Supper; wash the feet of 12 
people, distribute Communion to members of the Papal 
Chapel and take the Blessed Sacrament to the altar of 
repose. 

© Good Friday, April 9: The pope will preside at Good 
Friday services in St. Peter’s Basilica, then lead the Way of 
the Cross at Rome’s ancient Colosseum, addressing and 
blessing the crowd at the conclusion of the Stations of the 
Cross. 

° Holy Saturday, April 10: The pope will preside at 
an Easter Vigil in St. Peter’s Basilica, blessing the new 
fires, leading the Lumen Christi procession and celebrating 
an Easter Vigil Mass which includes a baptismal liturgy.

These Three Days 


Liturgy is not about restaging past events (a special 
temptation during Holy Week). Liturgy is not a history 
lesson. Rather, liturgy is a mode of actuation, a way of 
achieving a common identity with Christ in the here and 
now (“‘putting on ‘the mind of Christ,’ ’’ so to speak). 


The essence of the Paschal Mystery is really not so much 
in the external events of the passion, death and resurrection as 
in the interior disposition of Jesus’ bending of His'wifl'to the 
Father. This is the disposition of an obedient Son in 
communion with a loving Father. And it is this same interior 
disposition that we are striving to realize in our own lives as 
we celebrate the Triduum each year. The liturgies of these 
“Three Days’? are meant to help us grow in our 
willingness, like Jesus, to die to self in order to live the 
fullness of life in relationship with the Father. This is the 
invitation of the Triduum. 


The Evening Mass of the Lord’s Supper on Holy Thurs- 
day encourages us to serve as Jesus served (an interior 
disposition captured in the ritualized gestures of washing 
feet and a collection of gifts for the poor). This liturgy also 
reminds us to live in a communion of minds and hearts in 
Christ which is the essence of Eucharist. 


Good Friday challenges us to embrace the cross in faith, 
as Jesus did, realizing that this instrument of suffering and 
death became for Christ, as it is for us, the means to glory. 


And finally the Easter Vigil of Holy Saturday night leads 
us once again to the font of our Baptism where we join the 
catechumens in the challenge to renounce sin and evil and 
to profess our faith in Father, Son, and Spirit... the source 
of life eternal.

A fool, 


April 1 is the one day when we can, with 
impunity, get away with making someone else look 
foolish. It is a ‘‘fun’’ day when custom allows us to 
play practical jokes. 

At least, it’s fun when we are not the ones on the 
receiving end. We dearly hate to make fools of 
ourselves — even on April Fool’s Day. Most people 
feel a deep need to be thought sensible, reasonable 
and intelligent and worthy of respect, and so, feeling 
foolish sits hard with us. 


SOMETIMES OUR efforts to retain our image 
against all odds defeat their end. Outraged dignity is 
staple comic fare! The only way to slip on a banana 
skin gracefully is to join in the general laughter at 
oneself. But that comes hard for many of us. 

So when St. Paul calls us to be ‘‘fools for Christ,”’ 
he is asking something that goes very much against 
the grain of our self-esteem. We may be ready and 
willing to be pious or committed or intellectual for

As you read the activities of my schedule, week by 
week, you will see that the ministry of a bishop covers a 
number of general areas. Following the schema given in 
The Directory on the Pastoral Ministry of Bishops, these areas 
may be summed up as: The Bishop’s Ministry in the 
Universal Church, the Ministry of the Bishop in the Local 
Church (our diocese), and the Bishop’s Role in the 
National Episcopal Conference (here in the United 
States, this body is the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops).

From the Bishop

NORMALLY, MOST OF the activities published in 
my weekly schedule fall under the second heading. It is 
the local Church — the diocese — where the bishop is 
installed, where he resides, and where he serves as 
Christ’s vicar, that we find the chief focus of his activity. 


These activities include teaching, serving as moderator 
of all liturgical worship in the diocese, and providing 
direction and leadership to the pastoral, apostolic, and 
charitable works of the diocese. 


Through my pastoral and personal letters, the pages of 
the Southern Cross, my direct contact with priests, 
Religious, and laity, official parish visitations, cathedral 
functions, confirmations in the various parishes, 
attendance at functions of diocesan organizations, and 
supervision of the diocesan parishes and agencies, I 
attempt to fulfill my responsibility. These activities are 
reflected in the weekly schedule published in the Southern 
Cross. 


ANOTHER VERY IMPORTANT activity which 
requires much of my time is serving as Chairman of the 
University of San Diego Board of Trustees. I wonder if 
any other bishop in this country spends as much time 
helping a great university become greater. _ 

Activities in other areas also make demands. The 
bishop’s responsibility to his role in the Episcopal College 
of the Universal Church entails the submission of various 
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words against Him, dressing Him and paradin: 
Him as a figure of ridicule. 


And in many ways, what He had done and said 
must have seemed wholly laughable to His 
tormentors. To seek to build a kingdom through 
compassion and meekness; to find followers among 
the crippled and the handicapped; to raise support 
among the poor and deprived; and to count death as 
nothing to fear. What nonsense! 


LOOK AT WHAT HIS followers have done in 
His name since! They have given away their wealth 
and gone to live among the poor. They have died in 
flames and under torture rather than deny the 
“‘fool’’ they follow. They have given their lives to 
comforting the dying and the destitute whose lives 
are already over and who, in any case, wield no 
influence anywhere. They concede power only to 
love. 

They have talked about a kingdom that has no 
territory, no boundaries, no army, no defenses, and 
a king who has no place in this world. It all makes 
sense only in faith — only if you believe what Jesus, 


the ‘‘Fool of Jerusalem,’’ taught and proved in 
Himself. 


My ministry among you 


reports to the Holy See on the status of the diocese. The 
most comprehensive of these reports is prepared every 
five years in conjunction with my official visit to Rome 
and the Holy Father. 


Each bishop participates in the election of national 
representatives to the International Synod of Bishops, 
which meets in Rome every few years. 


WHILE THE PUBLIC activities themselves, in these 
areas, are infrequent, the poate neDarS, and respon- 
sibilities are not. 


Participation in the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops takes more of a bishop’s time these days. Many 
matters that formerly were reserved to the judgment of 
the Universal Church have now been given over to the 
national conference of bishops, since Vatican II. This 
change in emphasis has been to achieve collegiality and to 
promote decentralization and speedier resolution of 
pastoral problems. 


Every bishop, of course, has the responsibility to 
represent the Church in the wider community and to be 
actively involved to the extent possible in civic, fraternal, 
and ecumenical affairs. 


I TRUST THAT this overview provides you with a 
better idea of the nature of the diocese in which each of 
you has a vital part. I also trust-that this short article gives 
you a clearer grasp of the responsibilities of your chief 
shepherd, as I now begin my 21st year as a bishop. 
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VOCATIONS. RETREATS — Young 
men and women trying to discern pos- 
sible vocations to the priesthood or the 
Religious life went on weekend-long 
retreats recently with the diocesan 
vocations staff. Young men interested 
in the priesthood stayed with the 
seminarians at St. Francis Seminary 
Mar. 19-21 under the guidance of 
Father Daniel Dillabough, director of 
vocations.

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Prayer the ‘last solution’?

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II had a two-hour breakfast meeting 
last Tuesday with Salvadoran Jesuit 
Father Jesus Delgado, former secretary of 
Archbishop Oscar Romero of San 
Salvador. 


The long-time secretary of the 
Salvadoran prelate slain on March 24, 
1980, Father Delgado now teaches at the 
Jesuit-run Central American University 
in San Salvador. 


HE IS A brother of Msgr. Freddy 
Delgado, executive secretary of the 
Salvadoran Bishops’ Conference, but 
disagrees with Msgr. Delgado’s support 
for the military-civilian junta ruling El 
Salvador. A year ago Father Delgado was 
one of eight priests whose names 
appeared on a list of 138 alleged 
subversives issued by El Salvador’s armed 
forces. Most of the priests on the list went 
into exile after receiving death threats. 


Following his meeting with the pope, 
Father Delgado told reporters that the 
invitation ‘‘was not a surprise’ because 
‘the pope has always been so kind and 
considerate with Archbishop Romero and 
with his successor, Bishop (Arturo) 
Rivera Damas.”’ 


‘‘The problem of El Salvador is very 
close to his heart, and for him El Salvador 
is not so much a news item but rather a 
cause for prayer,’’ he added. 


‘FOR US MEN of the Church,”’ 
Father Delgado remarked about El 
Salvador, ‘‘prayer is just about the last 
solution remaining in this land where 
reason has practically disappeared.’’ 

Later the same day, several thousand 
people participated in a memorial service 
for Archbishop Romero held in Rome’s 
working-class section of Trastevere. 

(In San Salvador, because of a danger 
of violence, Bishop Rivera called off a 


commemorative Mass that was planned 
to mark the second anniversary of 
Archbishop Romero’s death.) 


FATHER DELGADO preached at the 
service in Rome, which was sponsored by 
the San Egidio Community, a group of 
several hundred Catholics who meet each 
night for prayer and sponsor programs of 
social service. 


In his homily, Father Delgado spoke of 
the ‘‘conversion’’ of Archbishop Romero 
to an outspoken advocacy of non-violence 
and of the rights of the poor, a change 
commonly linked with the murder of a 
Salvadoran Jesuit priest in 1977. 


‘*Without his fidelity to the doctrine of 
the Church, Archbishop Romero would 
not have accomplished the works he did 
during his term,’’ said the archbishop’s 
former secretary. ‘‘The change of March 
1977 was not motivated only by the death 
of that just man, Father Rutilio Grande, 
but above all by the same teaching of the 
church as that contained in Evangelit 
Nuntiandi, in Medellin and in Puebla.”’ 


Evangelit Nuntiandi was an apostolic 
exhortation of Pope Paul VI. Medellin, 
Colombia, and Puebla, Mexico, were 
sites of major policy meetings, in 1968 
and 1977, of the bishops of Latin 
America. 


Father Delgado said that ‘‘the 
idolatrous powers of my country, blinded 
by the ambition of politico-economic 
domination’’ had accused the documents 
of the Church and certain popes ‘‘of 
being the true activists of subversion and 
disorder in the Church of Latin 
America.”’ 


‘‘This opposition in some other 
countries of Latin America was subtle,”’ 
the priest said, ‘‘(but) in my country it 
was shameless and ruthless. Because of it 
hundreds of catechists, a good number of 
priests and Religious and certainly 
Archbishop Romero were assassinated.”’

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In this exclusive interview with Eudist Brother 
William Bilton, Southern Cross editor, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher replies to questions about his 20 years as a 
bishop, his participation in the Second Vatican 
Council, his hopes for the next five years in the 
Diocese of San Diego, and the influence of his family 
on his priestly life. 


Brother William: When you look back over the past 20 
years as a bishop, what has been accomplished that gives 
you particular joy and satisfaction? 


Bishop Maher: The great historical event of Vatican II 
was the greatest experience; being a member of the 
Council for the four years, participating in the daily 
sessions and voting on the documents. 


The opening Mass of the Council was most inspiring — ~ 


both for those participating and those who watched. The 
same was true of the closing Mass in front of St. Peter’s. I 
was seated with all the bishops next to the Papal Altar in 
the first row, when the wind blew my zucchetto (the 
bishop’s skull cap) and it flew high into the air and I lost 
it. I was the only bishop there without my zucchetto. 
However, in due time a bishop in the last row caught it 
and it was passed down until it came back to me. 


As the Council came together over the years, you could 
recognize the power of the Holy Spirit guiding the 
Church and the Spirit was very apparent in bringing 
unity in the culmination of the Council. 


In the meantime, I was very busy organizing the new 
Church in Santa Rosa. I made every effort to build up 
organization and I especially concentrated in building up 
the leadership in the clergy and encouraged the laity to be 
involved. 


I immediately initiated a Diocesan Pastoral Council — 
composed of clergy, Religious, and laity, including the 
youth. I made a great effort of creating a spirit of unity 
and community; a community with the power to share 
Christian vision and experience Christian faith so that the 
unfailing love of God would become incarnate. 


We held a diocesan convention in which the people 
could, through each parish representative, express their 
needs. I found that one parish had 36 organizations, and 
one parish member asked that all be disbanded — except 
his. I asked what his was, and he replied the CCD. 


We found there was a lot of spinning of wheels, but the 
results were not too efficacious. You could readily see the 
need for new organizations and a complete new program. 
There was definitely need to study the signs of the times 
and unite our efforts to meet them. The Church must 
renew itself to live in the present. 


The liturgy is a good example of how necessary renewal 
was. The celebration of the Mass needed to bring the 
people to the realization of Christ’s presence unfolding in 
their lives by more progressive and dynamic 
internalization of the Word of God. 


With the proclamation of the Word, the explanation in 
the homily, and the hearing of it, comes the power of the 
Spirit of Christ — the Risen Christ — to receive it in the 
heart, opening the heart and mind in obedient faith. The 
Word comes alive with the power of the Spirit — carrying 
the movement of internalizing forward. There grows the 
realization of Christ’s presence in the assembly, His word 
and, in the person of His minister, the priest, and in 
preparing us for Christ’s fullness of presence, 
transforming the material elements into His Body and 
Blood. 


Brother William: Js there anything that stands out 
above all the others? 


Bishop Maher: The greatest single event and most 
historical was the Second Vatican Council. 


Being part of the Council was an unforgettable 
experience: the debates, the progress made by the 
presentations, the discussions, the lectures outside the 
Council sessions, the meeting with various bishops from 
throughout the world, the many liturgical services of 
Eastern and Western Rites, the meeting with the 
observers. None of this shall I ever forget. 


One day, Cardinal Felice, the secretary, announced 
that pastors were to be appointed as auditors, to represent 
the priests of the world. I immediately left my seat, went 
to the front of St. Peter’s and asked to place a pastor from 
my diocese on the list — Msgr. Walter Tappe of Santa 
Rosa. The secretary told me he was not taking names. I 
said, ‘‘Just in case you do take names, would you submit 
his.’ He did, and Msgr. Tappe was appointed — one of 
four from the United States. 


Brother William: Are there things that you especially 
hope will be accomplished in the next five years in our 
diocese? Or, further, in the Church worldwide? 


Bishop Maher: What you are asking is really one 
question. Since the bishop is dedicated to the 
development and growth of the whole Church, I would 
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Bishop Leo T. Maher 


like to see the same dynamic growth in the local and 
universal Church. 


This growth must be in unity through vinculum Carttatis 
(chain of charity) and enfleshed with the Gospel’s truths. 
‘Following the teaching of the Holy Father, John Paul II, 
we should develop greater Eucharistic devotions — the 
Eucharist must become the center of the life of every 
Catholic. 


In studying the signs of the times, and seeing the 
tensions and divisions of our times, great healing and 
reconciliation must be brought about for the individual in 
the internal life of the Church and in society. For the 
world, it is a pressing invite to that peace which comes 
through conversion and reconciliation. 


Since the causes of divisions and tensions arise from 
injustices in the social, economic, and political arena, it is 


~ necessary for the Church to seek out the root causes and 


react in action and teaching against these violations of the 
fundamental rights of the human person. 


The truth is that the imbalances under which the 
modern world labors are linked with that more basic 
imbalance rooted in the heart of man. 


There is need for reconciliation which the Church can 
bring. Reconciliation with God — which supposes 


conversion and penance in mankind — not only 
reestablishes the interior unity of man, but involves also_ 


his reconciliation with other men and with nature. 


Reconciliation with other religious bodies should 
continue to grow in the bond of love and prayer. 


Greater lay participation in the life of the Church must 
continue. The Church needs lay people who will be 
heralds of the Gospel, so that it may penetrate the whole 
tissue of social life, constituting its fabric — the basis of 
the civilization of love. I shall continue to encourage them 
to commit themselves to such active participation. 


The Church must assist in the strengthening of family 
life. The family is the basic cell of society, the cradle of 
civilization, the community called to be the domestic 
Church. The Church should serve the needs of the family. 


The priests of the diocese must give’ strong leadership. 
The priest has a unique and indispensable role in the 
community of faith to govern, teach, and sanctify — all in 
the context of Church service. 


The permanent deacon program will add greatly to the 
ministry of the Church, giving vigor and vitality to a 
ministry of service. The permanent diaconate will 
continue to contribute much to various ecclesial 
programs. 


I forsee a marvelous increase in vocations to the 
diocesan priesthood and Religious Life. With good 
reason, I see great generosity in our youth — they are 
anxious to serve. 


Brother William: We know you have long been an 
advocate of involvement of the laity in the work of the 
Church. How would you rate our progress here in San 
Diego? What else might we do to permit the laity to work 
more effectively? 


Bishop Maher: The laity are ever-involved in the local 
Church in San Diego. Almost every parish has a parish 
council. We are the only diocese in the West that has a 
Diocesan Pastoral Council, with the exception of San 
Bernardino, which was born as a twin of our own council. 


There is still a great need of an educational process. We 
should all be humble and learn to work in cooperation. 


The laity must create new spaces in which brotherhood 
may be experienced, nourish its creative imagination in 
the dynamism of the Gospel, and set the example of the 
generous sacrifice of those who struggle to open to Christ 
the doors of man’s heart, the culture of people, the future 
of the new order. 


The vocation of lay Christians is ‘‘engaging in 
temporal affairs and directing them according to God’s 
will,’ thereby impregnating the multiple structures of 
social life by the Gospel spirit. 


Brother William: During your 13 years of service in the 
Diocese of San Diego, you have taken strong public stands 
on various issues, such as abortion, the role of women in 
our society, the KKK, nuclear arms, etc. Would you like to 
comment on what you feel has been accomplished in these 
areas? Can we rejoice? Or do we need to get busier than ever 
to work toward improving these areas? 


Bishop Maher: Certainly we need to continue our 
efforts. Our statements were meant to teach and inform 
both the clergy and the laity, and they fulfilled their 
purpose. But it is an on-going struggle. The bishop’s duty 
to teach on these and other such subjects is a continuous 
obligation. 


Brother William: Would ‘you comment on the success or 
failure — here in San Diego — of the implementation of 
the decrees of the Second Vatican Council? 


Bishop Maher: By the continual education program of 
the clergy, by the synod — which reached the grassroots 
of the laity, by the on-going educational programs and 
workshops in the diocese, we have made tremendous 
strides in our renewal program. Few dioceses or 
archdioceses have had better success. 


Brother William: Do you feel you have been the kind of 
priest and bishop you have been because of any particular 
family influence? — 
Bishop Maher: Yes. The entire family of my brothers 
and sisters have affirmed me in my priestly life. They 
have assisted, from the very beginning until now, in 
deepening my faith through their own exemplary lives 
and being people of a very devoted prayer life. 


Along with my brother who is a priest and my sister _ 
who is a Religious, the other brothers and sisters are all H 
very involved in sharing their faith and serving others. 
My oldest married sister in Texas practically operates a 
Mexican parish.

ANOINTED BY THE Spirit, gifted with a special 
charism, possessing the sacrament of Orders in the fullest, 
the bishop is the living witness in which the faith and 
tradition of the apostles is manifested and preserved. 

Says Lumen Gentium: ‘‘Bishops, therefore, with their 
helpers, the priests and deacons, have taken up the service 
of the community, presiding in place of God over the 
flock, whose shepherds they are, as teachers for doctrine, 
priests for sacred worship, and ministers for governing. 
And just as the office granted individually to Peter, the 
first among the apostles, is permanent and to be 
transmitted to his successors, so also the apostles’ office of 
nurturing the Church is permanent, and to be exercised 
without interruption by the sacred order of bishops.’’ 


Shepherd...teacher...priest...minister. The office, of 
bishop is a demanding one, and he is answerable to Christ 
for the care of God’s people who have been entrusted to 
him. Our own bishop has had a marked influence on two 
dioceses — Santa Rosa, which he founded, San Diego, 
which he now heads — and in the deliberations at the 
Second Vatican Council, the most profound event in the 
history of the Catholic Church in this century. 


Twenty-one years ago, the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco was split by Rome, and the new Diocese of 
Santa Rosa was erected to the north. Its first bishop was 
Leo T. Maher, until then chancellor of the archdiocese 
during the post-World War II period when the Catholic 
population more than doubled to over one million in the 
16 Bay-area counties.

established 11 new parishes, 18 churches were built, along 
with 14 rectories, three high schools, three parish halls, 
two parochial schools, two high school gymnasiums and 
two cemetery mausoleums. 


BUT MSGR. TAPPE points out that as important as 
the physical foundations of a diocese are, they are not the 
ultimate measure of its bishop: 


“These are some of the tangibles. They can be 
compiled easily. On the other hand, one can’t get out a 
ruler and measure grace,’’ he said. “‘Founding a diocese 
is not an easy task. Organizing, planning and 
implementing the spiritual needs of priests, Religious and 
laity...these are the top priorities of any bishop...then 
there are the ecumenical and community affairs that must 
be attended to. These are not balance-sheet statistics. To 
his €verlasting credit, it must be said that Bishop Maher 
laid the foundations upon which has been built the 
thriving Diocese of Santa Rosa as it exists today.”’ 


Twenty-one times in the history of the Catholic 
Church, the bishops of the world have gathered in 
ecumenical council. The four sessions of the Second 
Vatican Council, from 1962 to 1965, while reaffirming 
the traditional teachings of the Church with regard to 
doctrine, nevertheless charted a bold, new- pastoral 
direction for the Church in a modern, pluralistic, secular, 
disbelieving world, one which more than ever awaits the 
redemption of Christ. 


THE INTERVENTIONS of Bishop Maher during 
the council reveal a combination of doctrinal fidelity and 
pastoral sensitivity in line with the renewed vision of the 
council, a balance which he has adhered to in these post- 
conciliar years as the decrees of Vatican II are more and 
more implemented in the Diocese of San Diego. 


As the council fathers debated the drafts which resulted 
in the Decree on the Ministry and Life of Priests, Bishop Maher 
reminded them of the three-fold role of the priest as 
liturgist, teacher and member of the civil community, but 
always in the light of his relationship with his bishop, 
since ‘“‘the priest owes the bishop not only his reverence 
and obedience, but even his very sacerdotal existence,’’ a 
vision of priesthood stemming from the earliest Church

“‘The old prayer of the Roman Pontifical supports this 
interpretation: in the rite of ordination to the sacred 
orders of the diaconate and priesthood, after the 
imposition of hands, there is no mention of the power of 
the ordained in relation to the Eucharistic Body of 
Christ,’’ said Bishop Maher in an intervention. ‘‘Rather, 
there is a clear statement that they are co-workers of the 
bishops...Holy Scripture and the oldest traditions of Holy 
Mother Church plainly show that the priest, because of 
the power of orders, is the fellow helper of the bishop in 
the extension of redemption throughout the earth.”’ 

A NUMBER OF American bishops, including Bishops 
Maher and Fulton J. Sheen, argued at the council for a 
declaration of religious freedom. Said Bishop Maher at 
the time: 

“We would point out again that an enforced ‘faith’ is a 


“contradiction in terms, and, while praying and working 


for the gift of faith for our separated brethren, we may not 
deny them the freedom to practice their religion or 


_ presume that, because they do not accept the truth we 


profess, they are deliberately rejecting the light.”’ 


In the voting that finally led to the Pastoral Constitution on 
the Church in the Modern World, Bishop Maher evidenced a 
balance between what is strictly necessary for the 
preservation of the faith and the demands of a free 
conscience. 


QUESTIONS OF marriage, nullity and dispensation 
were heavily debated by the council fathers, and on Nov. 
29, 1965,- Bishop Maher went on record that while 
favoring retention of the canonical form of marriage as is, 
the local ordinary should: be ‘granted powers. of 
dispensation in special cases. 


He was particularly sensitive to _mixed-marriage 
situations, and wrote: ‘‘It is not-fitting that the Catholic 
spouse should be obliged concerning the conversion of the 
non-Catholic spouse in writing, nor should it be required. 
It is sufficient that only the expression of faith and of 
conscience on the part of the Catholic member regarding 
the baptism and education of the children only in the 
Catholic religion...be expressed in writing.”’ 


While concerned that the Catholic party recognize his 
obligation in faith and that the non-Catholic witness that 
obligation, Bishop Maher reminded the council that it 
was important that the conscience of the non-Catholic be 
preserved: ‘““The energy and commitment of conscience 
emanate from interior pressure, and not from exterior.”’ 


FOUR YEARS AFTER the close of the council, 
Bishop Maher was again travelling, this time not to 
Rome, but to San Diego, as its third ordinary. His 
installation on Oct. 4, 1969, at St. Joseph Cathedral, 
coincided with the 200th anniversary of the first Mass 
ever offered in California, by Father Junipero Serra, 
OFM. 


_ The Diocese of San Diego was split by Rome nine years 
later, a witness to the burgeoning Catholic population in 
California, with the creation of the Diocese of San 
Bernardino. In the process, Bishop Maher ‘‘lost’’ 
235,000 Catholics, 85 parishes, 30 schools, 170 priests 
and 280 Sisters. 


Since then, new parishes, clergy and Religious have 
been added, and many more Catholics have moved to San 


Diego; but despite this growth, the thrust of Bishop 
Maher’s leadership has been in the implementation of the 
decrees he voted for at the Second Vatican Council. 


THE. RENEWAL mandated by the council has been 
taken seriously by Bishop Maher. The Second Diocesan 
Synod (1973) under the guidance of Father Philip Straling 


- (now first bishop of San Bernardino) eventually led to the 


Diocesan Pastoral Council, which allows the priests, laity 
and Religious to act in an official advisory capacity to the 
bishop. 

In addition, Bishop Maher mandated a parish council 
for every parish in the diocese, again enabling laity to act 
in the Same advisory capacity to their local pastors. What 
he has implemented on his own at the parish and diocesan 
levels anticipates what Pope John Paul II will promulgate 
in the revised code of canon law later this year — the 
fuller participation of the people of God in the Church. 


The role of a bishop today is not an easy one. It 
involves making choices and resolving conflicts, and there 
is no way every decision will be popular with everyone 
concerned. It involves speaking out on the moral and 


‘social issues — abortion, poverty, the forced deportation 


of refugees, nuclear disarmament — which tear at the 
fabric of society, and again, there is no way to please all of 
the people all of the time. 


From Christ the Lord each bishop has received a 
mission to teach, rule and sanctify in His name, to be the 
chief shepherd of the flock and its chief steward. It is an 
opportunity to serve the people of God, their spiritual as 
well as their physical needs. 


In his 20 years as a bishop, and in his service to the 
Church before that, Bishop Leo T. Maher has touched 
the lives of many people from the San Francisco Bay area 
down to the Mexican border, and even into the 
neighboring dioceses of Tijuana and Mexicali. 

HE HAS CHOSEN for his motto Christus Regnet — 
‘“May Christ Reign.’’ We can see the beginning of that 
reign in the Roman Catholic Church of the Diocese of 
San Diego. 

However much the Church. is the entire people of God, 
it is always entrusted to the bishop, on whom both the 
ecclesial and the Eucharistic Body of Christ depends. For 
the people of San Diego, it has been entrusted to Most. 
Rev. Leo T. Maher, 20 years a bishop, 12 of them here 
with us.... :

Significance 
The entire ‘‘achievement,’’ or coat of arms as it is 
generally called, is composed of the shield with its 
charges, the motto and the external ornaments. As one 
looks at the shield, the terms dexter and sinister must 
be understood contrariwise, as the shield was worn on 
the arm in medieval days and these terms were used in 


_ \he relatioviship' Ufone behind the shield.

_ "The ‘coat’ of arms in the dexter, on the left to the 


viewer, is that of the Diocese of San Diego. 

The usual symbol of San Diego (Saint Didacus) is 
the Spanish olla or stew-pot, to indicate his boundless 
charity, the Saint having often denied himself food in 
order to feed the poor and hungry. This cooking pot 
appears frequently in Spanish heraldry, and is familiar 
in the arms of the Guzman (Saint Dominic’s) family. 
Saint Didacus had a special devotion to the Passion and 
died repeating the words of the chant: ‘‘Dulce lignum, 
dulce ferrum, dulce pondus sustinet.’’ This characteristic of 
the Saint is symbolized by the three nails of the 
Passion. 

The old royal Spanish colors of gold and red have 
been employed, the field (or background) being of gold 
in which the Cross of our Faith is placed in red. Since 
in heraldry the olla is normally emblazoned in black, 
the three Passion nails are also so tinctured in order to 
attain a proper color harmony. , 

The impalement on the right of the shield bears the 


union of a Bishop with his See, also symbolized by the 
episcopal ring on his right hand, is heralded. 

The coat of arms of the Maher family of Ireland 
consists of the blue field bearing two lions rampant 
combatant in gold, supporting a silver sword, pommel 
and hilt gold, and in base two crescents. Sometimes 
these crescents are gold, and other times, silver. 


Happily, the lions on the coat of arms of the Maher 
family bespeak the baptismal patron of the Bishop; for 
Leo, in Latin, means lion. Since St. Leo the Great 
(440-461 A.D.) antedated heraldry, there is no coat of 
arms extant for this pontiff. St. Leo sustained the unity 
of the Church when heresy was rife. His epistle 
concerning the Incarnation was later accepted in the 
General Council of Chalcedon as an expression of the 
Catholic Faith concerning the Person of Christ. 

A lance has been substituted for the sword of the 
original Maher arms for ‘‘difference,’’? and to honor St. 
Thomas the Apostle, whose name the Bishop also 
bears. According to a very ancient tradition, St. 
Thomas suffered martyrdom by the lance in South 
India. 


The motto, ‘‘Christus Regnet,’’ is translated ‘‘May 
Christ Reign.’’ A motto briefly expresses an ideal, a 
program of life and the spirit of the one who selects it. 

The external ornaments are composed of the 
pontifical hat, with its six tassels on each side, disposed 
in three rows, all in green, and the episcopal cross 
tinctured in gold. These are the heraldic trappings of a 
prelate of the rank of Bishop. Before 1870, the 
pontifical hat was worn at solemn cavalcades held in 
conjunction with papal functions. The color of the 


pontifical hat and the number and color of the tassels 
were signs of the rank of a prelate, a custom which 1

Sunnier doesn’t mean funnier

NEW YORK (NC) — Victoria (Julie Andrews), a 
grossly undervalued coloratura soprano — it’s the 
Depression era, you see — finds herself unemployed and 
starving in Paris in 1934, While trying to negotiate these 
desperate straits, she meets Toddy (Robert Preston), an 
aging homosexual whose own future isn’t any too rosy. 
For Toddy, despite all his cuddly charm, has just been 
deserted by a faithless lover and fired from the 
homosexual bar where he has been working as an 
entertainer. 


Toddy gets the brilliant, we are to believe, idea of 
dressing up Victoria in his vanished lover’s clothes and 
having her pass herself off as a female impersonator, a 
Polish count named Victor. As happens in movies of this 
sort she is the toast of Paris in short order. 


COMPLICATIONS ARISE when King Marchan 
(James Garner), a Chicago nightclub owner with 
gangland connections, arrives in Paris, accompanied by 
his mistress, Norma (Lesley Ann Warren) and his hulking 
bodyguard, Squash (Alex Karras). 


King is scouting new talent and naturally catches 
Victor-Victoria’s act. Much drawn to what he sees and 
hears, he is disturbed and astounded when Victoria 
removes her wig at the end of her number revealing a 
close-cropped male hair style. The crowd of course, not 


" sharing King’s discomfiture, goes wild. (Edwards makes 


no attempt to re-create the language and feel of the era, 
and his dialogue is shot through with anachronisms. ) 


When subsequent research proves King’s first instinct 
to be correct, he and Victoria embark on an affair. There 
is one awkward aspect to this, for King at least. Since 
Victoria won’t give up her career and public persona for 
him, it looks as though he has switched sexual 
preferences. 


PARIS, OF COURSE, takes little note of such foibles, 
but when some of his gangster cronies turn up, 
summoned by an irate and scorned Norma, they prove to 
be less tolerant. Their morals might be unconventional, 
but they do draw the line somewhere. 


Such is the main plot of Blake Edwards’ Victor- Victoria, 
leaving out such bits as Toddy and Squash becoming an 
item on their own, a running feud with Toddy’s ex-lover 
and his friends that demolishes a homosexual club on two 
separate occasions, and a recurrent joke about a waiter. 


Based upon an old German film musical, Victor-Victoria 
is a sunnier comedy than Edwards’s recent 10 and S. O.B, 
more like his Pink Panther movies despite the sexual 
identity-crisis premise. 


SUNNIER, HOWEVER, is not necessarily funnier. 
Far too long at well over two hours, Victor-Victoria, though 
lavishly produced, is only mediocre entertainment. The 
music by Henry Mancini is bland and undistinguished, 
and the lyrics by Leslie Bricusse are unbelievably dreary, 
giving the unfortunate Miss Andrews a series of 


production numbers that are more like an obstacle course. 


Nor is the humor much better than the music. It’s 
fitful, more of it coming from slapstick than from any real 
wit, and slow stretches abound. 


Julie Andrews struggles with an impossible role, giving 
her all, as she usually does, but it’s not enough. Lesley 
Ann Warren would have been much more effective as the 
female impersonator, judging from her unbearably 
strident interpretation of Norma. Edwards seems to have 
directed the attractive Miss Warren as though he has a 
grudge against heterosexuality. 


Victor-Victoria indeed shows a benign attitude toward 
homosexuality, but, given the farcical context, it is not 
likely to blur the moral outlook of mature viewers, and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it A-IV, adults, 
with reservations. The Motion Picture Association of 
America has rated it PG, parental guidance.

Very loosely based on a classic, understated horror film 
of the 30s, this clumsy, heavy-handed remake by Paul 
Schrader is all about the tribulations of a brother and 
sister (Malcolm McDowell and Nastassia Kinski) who 
turn into black panthers at odd moments and are obliged 
to kill to regain their human shape. McDowell doesn’t 
mind the wear and tear too much, but Miss Kinski, 
having found true love with a zookeeper — so.help me! — 
tries in vain to alter her lifestyle. But she only ends up in 
the zoo herself, where her former lover (John Heard) slips 
her an occasional tidbit through the bars during his lunch 
hour. Before this poignant resolution, there’s all sorts of 
loathesome and repulsive behavior garnished with blood 
and gore and graphic sex. Plenty of skin on display here, 
but not one particle of creativity. A movie to be avoided at 
all costs. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it 
O, morally offensive; The Motion Picture Association of 
America has rated it R, restricted.

This Hungarian-German production directed by 
Istvan Szabo is an extremely interesting film about the 
temptation to power. A provincial German actor, whose 
forte, ironically enough is playing the great tempter 
Mephisto, allows himself to be taken under the wing of a 
prominent member of the rising Nazi party and thus, in 
time, becomes director of the Berlin National Theatre.

Catholic education in Ulster

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — 
Despite protests by the Catholic 
community in Northern Ireland against 
the proposed closing of two Catholic 
teacher training colleges, the British 
government issued a report repeating the 


proposal March 22. 


‘The final report of the Chilver review 
group restates the proposal to close the 
two Catholic colleges in West Belfast, St. 
Joseph’s for men and St. Mary’s for 
women, and relocate them on the campus 
of the state teacher training college at 
Stranmillis, which would thus become the 
only teacher training institution in 
Northern Ireland. 


SHORTLY BEFORE the government 
issued the final Chilver report, a 
delegation of six lay people, one from 
each Catholic diocese in Northern 
Ireland, led by Mrs. Gemma Loughran 
of Belfast, presented British Education 
Minister Nicholas Scott with 300,000 
signatures of persons opposed to his 
announced intention to implement the 
Chilver proposal. 


Scott told the delegation their demands 
were ‘‘not among the front runners 
among the options now being considered 
by the government.”’ 


The day before the final report was 
issued, leading Unionist politicians, 


including the Rev. Ian Paisley, warned

IN A LETTER to Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagan, diocesan chancellor, Father 
Thomas Toner, secretary to Bishop 
William Philbin of Down and Connor, 
said “‘Scott’s attack on their school system 
has been universal.:.church-goers have 
been bitterly alienated from the British 
government.”’ 


Father Toner added, ‘“The stage has 
been set for a fierce battle between the 
Catholic Church and the British minister 
over his assault on Catholic schooling and 
the unfair treatment of Northern Ireland 
Catholics.”’ ° 


This is the first time, he noted, that the 


_ British government stands in direct 


conflict with the hierarchy and the whole 
Catholic population since it assumed 
direct rule over Northern Ireland. 


THE BISHOPS have called the plan 
to eliminate the two Catholic teacher 
training institutions a threat to all 
Catholic education in Northern Ireland, 
and have threatened to take the case to the 
European Court of Human Rights and to 
the United Nations if Britain goes ahead 
with the merger. 


The bishops have also protested against 
the reduction of quotas at the two 
Catholic colleges in recent years, so that 
now they educate only one fourth of 
teacher trainees in Northern Ireland. 
Half the student population of Northern 
Ireland is Catholic. 


“This is a most regrettable and 
unnecessary development, but political 
extremists who seek to exploit this volatile 
situation for their own ends will find no 
welcome in Church circles,’’ Father 
Toner said. :

lrish pro-lifers wary of courts 


DUBLIN (NC) — Pro-life campaign- 
ers have welcomed an announcement by 
Irish Prime Minister Charles Haughey 
that a referendum will be held this year to 
amend the constitution to prevent the 
legalization of abortion. 


Observers expect a large majority of 
the electorate to approve the amendment. 
The three main political parties are in 
favor of it. 


SINCE LAST April, leading gynecolo- 
gists and professors of medicine have been 
urging that a pro-life amendment be 
incorporated in the constitution. They 
fear that abortion, still illegal in Ireland, 
could be introduced through a court 
decision, despite the strong political oppo- 
sition to it. They have formed the Pro- 
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Life Amendment Campaign. 


Before the general election in Feb- 
ruary, Haughey said he would arrange to 
hold a constitutional referendum if he was 
returned to power. He said he was 
responding to the very strong feelings of 
the people generally against abortion. 


But some Protestants may not support 
the amendment. The Rev. Ernest Galla- 
gher, president of the Methodist Church 
in Ireland, said that, while he opposed 
indiscriminate abortion, he did not think 
the constitution should reflect the — 
teaching of any one church. Only the 
Catholic Church seemed to be totally 
opposed to abortion, he said.

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Cardinal Krol:

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — ‘‘The arms race is not a 


secure way of maintaining true peace and the balance of 
power is no sure path to achieving it,’’ Cardinal John 
Krol of Philadelphia told thousands of participants in an 
interfaith demonstration to stop the nuclear arms race at 


Independence Mall March 26. 


Icy, biting winds snuffed out the candles many of the 
demonstraters had carried with them in a procession to 
the mall from Old St. Mary’s Church, the first cathedral 
of the Archdiocese of Philadelphia. 


CARDINAL KROL asked, ‘“‘Why do we call upon all 
governments to end the nuclear arms race, to dismantle 
existing nuclear weapons and to agree upon a program of 
mutual inspection?’’ 


“‘There are many reasons,’’ the cardinal said. The 
first, he noted ‘“s that man normally uses the weapon he 
develops.” 

““The second reason,’’ he continued, ‘‘is that millions 
of lives are at stake andl Dr. Howard Hiatt, dean of 
Harvard’s Schools of Public Health tells us: ‘The greatest 
misunderstanding of all is the belief that we could tolerate 
a nuclear attack in the sense of surviving it. We have not 
come to grips with the reality that medical science, as well 
developed as it is, could do absolutely nothing in the event 
of such a nuclear catastrophe.”’ 


DESCRIBING SOVIET nuclear weaponry, Cardinal 
Krol told the crowd: ‘“The Soviet’ intercontinental 
ballistic missile — SAVAGE — carries a one-megaton 
warhead packing the destructive energy of 1 million tons 
of TNT or about 80 times the punch of the bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. In the spectrum of 
Soviet nuclear weaponry, it is only medium size.”’ 

“‘When such a bomb explodes,’’ Cardinal Krol said, 
“Gt produces multi-million degree temperatures. and 
generates inconceivable forces. At the center of the attack, 
which can- be a square mile or more, there is instant 
incineration. — instant cremation. The nuclear blast 
increases normal atmospheric pressure from the normal 
14.7 (pounds) per square inch to 34.7 per square inch, 
flattening objects, including human bodies.”’ 

“The noise of the explosion breaks eardrums, causing 
deafness,’’ the cardinal continued. ‘‘Even a glance at the 
fireball causes focal retinal burns and blindness. Heat and 
radiation will sear through all exposed body tissues, 
opening the body to massive infection. In the wake of the 
explosion there will be winds of 500 or more miles per 
hour, which will hurl humans and other ebjers through 
space.’ 

““NUCLEAR WAR is a crime against God and man 
and merits unequivocal condemnation,’’ Cardinal Krol 
told the cheering crowd. 
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‘“McCALL’S CLEANING SERVICE 
made my carpet, draperies, woven 
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‘reciprocal, not unilateral’ 


Anticipating criticism of the interfaith demonstration 
against nuclear war, Cardinal Krol said: ‘‘There is at 
times a tendency to discredit our type of nuclear arms race 
witness by saying that it is a fringe action of bright-eyed 
visionaries who ignore harsh current realities.”’ 

‘‘Let it be known,’’ the cardinal emphasized, “‘that we 
are aware of the Soviets’ avowed and never-rescinded 
goal of subjugating the entire world. We know that 
Krushchevy was not joking when he said, ‘We are going to 
bury you.’”’ 

““We know the tragic record of Communist expansion 
in the world and in our own continent,’’ the cardinal. 


_ added. ‘‘We know the long record of treaties broken by 


the Soviet Union. We know that the neutrality of 
Afghanistan did not prevent its invasion by Soviet 
military forces, or the neutrality of Sweden did not 
prevent the penetration of its waters by a Soviet nuclear 
submarine. We know that the efforts of the people in 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia and Poland to be rid of 
subjugation to Communist rule were countered by 
military force and by martial law. We know, too, the 
build-up of nuclear arms by the Soviets to gain 
superiority.”’ 

“JUDEO-CHRISTIAN morality is not lacking in 
realism,’’ Cardinal Krol commented. ‘‘We recognize the 
right of legitimate self-defense, but this right is not a 
moral justification for unleashing massive destruction 
against innocent non-combatants.”’ 


“‘We advocate disarmament,’’ the cardinal noted, ‘‘not 
unilateral, but reciprocal or collective disarmament, 
proceeding at an equal pace, according to agreement and 
backed up by authentic and workable safeguards.’’ 

“*Too long have we been preoccupied with preparation 
for war,’’ Cardinal Krol emphasized. ‘‘Too long have we 
been guided by the questionable criterion of parity or 
superiority of armaments; too long have we allowed other 
nations to dictate how much we should spend on the 
stockpiling of weapons of destruction.” 

““WE MUST ASK,”’’ the cardinal continued, 
“‘whether the nuclear arms race itself is a threat to our 
security and whether nuclear disarmament might not 
directly enhance our national security.”’ 

Citing Pope John Paul II’s call for a ‘‘moral about- 
face’’ away from nuclear weapons to guarantee the future 
of the human race, Cardinal Krol noted eight areas in 
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234-7301 


which he said participants in the interfaith demonstration 
agreed: 

e ‘‘We are opposed to ae wars, both conventional 
and nuclear; 

e ‘‘We believe that peace is possible, but it must 
be pursued with the same energy and determination as is 
used in preparation for war; 

-@ ‘‘We acknowledge the right and duty of 
governments to legitimate self-defense, once all means of 
peaceful settlement have been exhausted; 

e ‘It is a primary moral imperative to prevent any 
use of nuclear weapons under any conditions; 

e ‘‘The deterrent effect of nuclear weapons is as 
credible as the resolve to use them if deterrence fails. The 
use of such weapons is immoral. 

e ‘The possession of nuclear weapons in our policy 
of deterrence cannot be justified in principle, but can be 
tolerated only if the deterrent framework is used to make 
progress on arms limitation, reduction and eventual 
elimination. 

e ‘‘It is an imperative for the superpowers to pursue 
meaningful arms limitation aimed at substanial arms 
reduction and nuclear disarmament. 


e “The phasing out altogether of nuclear deterrence 
and the threat of Mutual Assured Destruction (MAD) 
must always be the goal of our efforts.”’ 


‘‘We must resist tyranny and oppression by every 
human means,’’ Cardinal Krol said, ‘‘but we must not 
act in an irrational and suicidal way and thereby forfeit 
the grace which God will give us to enable us to 
persevere.”’

Churches empty as people vote 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) 


— Reports from parishes after 
Salvadoran national elections March 28 
said that churches were almost empty for 
Masses because Salvadorans spent their 
Sunday voting in unprecedented numbers 
despite the prevailing violence. 


‘People are in search of peace, for a 
way out of this long and_ painful 
situation,’’ said Bishop Arturo Rivera 
Damas of Santiago de Maria, who spent 
the day in his see. He is also apostolic 
administrator of the San Salvador 
Archdiocese. 


MSGR. MODESTO LOPEZ, his 
vicar in San Salvador, said he thought the 
voter turnout was marvelous. Even the 
handicapped showed up at the polls in 
wheelchairs or on crutches, he said. At 
some polling places the lines were five and 
six blocks long. 


‘From talking to priests, their 
churches weré almost empty. People 
really responded to their duty and to the 
bishops’ exhortation (to vote),’’ said 
Msgr. Lopez. 


In a February statement the nation’s 
four bishops urged Salvadorans to vote in 
spite of the civil war, saying the March 
constitutional elections ‘‘offer peaceful 
means for the majority of the people who 
have said no to violence’’ and could be a 
beginning of a solution to the armed 
conflict. 


FIRST COUNTS March 29 gave a 
lead to the incumbent Christian 
Democratic Party that shares power with 
the military. Second was the ultra-right 
Nationalist Republican Alliance, known 
for its Spanish initials as ARENA. 
Trailing were four other rightist parties. 
The left did not participate in the election, 
saying there were no guarantees for the 
life of its candidates. The guerrillas, who 
boycotted the elections altogether, 
launched heavy attacks and maintained

roadblocks all day Sunday in some areas. 


‘Our people have voiced their desire to 
reach an end to the killing, to see if new 
rulers can change this war of two years 
into a new era of constructive peace,”’ 
Bishop Rivera said. 

Salvadorans elected a 60-member 
constitutional assembly that will name an 
interim-government besides writing a 
new constitution. Presidential elections 
are to be scheduled later. Heavy 
concentration at some polling places was 
due to the fact that many of the more than 
4,500 voting locations were closed for 
security reasons, or were disrupted by 
violence from the guerrillas. 

BESIDES SUFFERING the economic 
and psychological effects of the war, 
voters were in a special predicament. ‘‘If 
we vote, we are considered an enemy by 
the guerrillas, if we don’t, authorities call - 
us subversives,’’ said a 60-year-old 
carpenter who did vote. 

A foreign observer, Costa Rican 
former president Jose Figueres, remarked 
that ‘‘I have no idea who won, but I know 
who lost, the guerrillas.’’ 

As first indications showed -no clear 
majority, leaders of the Christian 
Democrats called March 29 for a coalition 
in the assembly. The call was rejected by 
ARENA candidates who felt they could 
gather support among other rightwing 
parties to oppose social and economic 
reforms attempted by Christian 
Democrat President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte. 

WITH ABOUT 200,000 votes 
counted, the Central Electoral Council 
made a preliminary estimate of 40 percent 
for the Christian Democrats, 28 percent 
for ARENA , and 16 percent for the pro- 
military National Conciliation Party. The 
remaining 16 percent went to three right 
wing groups. The votes will be prorated 
to determine the number of assembly 
representatives each party will have.

- Shaw’s Arms 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


NATIONAL CITY — George Bernard Shaw was 
impressed with neither nobility nor their aspirations to 
military glory on the battlefield. He savages both in his 
Arms and the Man, the current production at Lamb’s 
Players Theatre through April 24. 


It is set in a small, provincial Bulgarian town, for one 
night personally touched by the late 19th-century tangle 
of Balkan fratricide that eventually led to the great war-to- 
end-all-wars of 1914. Russian-led Bulgars are battling 
Austrian-led Serbs for nobody-knows-what, and Capt. 
Bluntschli, a fleeing Swiss enemy mercenary played by 
David Heath, scampers up a wall seeking sanctuary in the 
bedroom of Raina, daughter of one officer and betrothed 
to another. 


DEBORAH GILMOUR plays the fickle coquette to 
perfection, incapable of distinguishing an opera plot from 
reality; Lance Kidd is great as Sergius, her slightly 
tarnished cavalry hero-fiancee, and the inevitable love 
triangle becomes a rectangle when the servant Louka 
(Mary Smyth) catches the hero’s eye. 


But beneath the wit and the sarcasm, there is substance 
in Arms and the Man. War is serious business, says Shaw, 
and while the realist understands it-all too well and rates 
survival as a first priority, only the fool goes out seeking 
glory where there is really none to be found. 


Peace is only an unpleasant interlude for the blustery 
Petkoff (Howard Muhleman), father of the bride-to-be, 
and he’s willing to negotiate peaceful relationships with 
his former enemies, ‘‘but not friendly relationships.’’ As 
for the other two officers, the romantic cavalryman with 
his sabre knows he is no match for the pragmatic realist 
with his machinegun, and their duel over the maiden 
never comes off. 


HAVING NEATLY DISPENSED with both the 
niceties and vulgarities of war, Shaw also dispenses with

social pretension. What divides the upper classes and the 
lower classes, nobility and servant, is love: only someone 
willing to truly love is truly noble, because in loving 
someone we might have to “‘dare’’ to become the equal of 
a supposed inferior. 


The Petkoff family thinks it is civilized because it has 
the only library — ‘‘it’s a room with books in it’’ — and 
electric bell in town. Even washing more than once a week 
“can’t be good for the health — it isn’t civilized,” says 
the head of the house. And gentlemen don’t dicuss their 
ladies with the lady’s maid, although a pass at the servant 
is perfectly acceptable. 


But as much as Shaw railed at the conventions of his 
time, justice and virtue do triumph in the end and, we 
suppose, everyone lives happily ever after except the 
servant Nicola (Stanley Madruga), who accused the other 
of having a servant’s soul but was really condemning 
himself. 


UNDER THE DIRECTION of Kerry Jo Cederberg, 
this production of Arms and the Man may be ever so slightly 
more melodramatic than Shaw envisioned it. But it comes 
across, especially with the purposefully understated 
humor of David Heath’s battle-wise pragmatist as a 
counterbalance to Lance Kidd’s intentionally tongue-in- 
cheeky, would-be, modern-day Don Quixote. 

To Shaw, war is ‘‘the dream of patriots and heros, a 
hollow sham,’’ and the noblest aspiration of man is not to 
be an emperor, but merely to be free. Arms and the Man is 
his statement about love and war, and it is good theatre 
and great entertainment.
